To quickly answer Richard's questions: There will be no reviewed report prior to the July 16th 
meeting, hence my reluctance to have too large of an audience on July 16th meeting as we 
(BLM/EPA) don't know what the results suggest. The final report will be in a pptx format, not a 
formal USGS peer reviewed journal article as there simply isn't enough time (1-2 years) for such 
a review. The agencies will have an opportunity to review the pptx prior to Sept meeting, but 
everyone must remember that OTEQ is tool intended to augment our assessment and decisions; 
by itself, it is not the decision. In addition, the scope for the USGS is intentionally broad to 
allow for flexibility in what we assess. As you know we are already contemplating adding the 
Upper Animas which will likely not be completed by the meeting in Sept. In other words, at this 
time this is a "living effort" and we have no definitive end-point for the model or report. I will 
be in today, but out till next wed. thanks
